MORE HONORS FOR STANLEY. 


Brilliant Reception by the Corporation of 


the fit) 
of London. 


LONDON, May 14.—The reception given to 


Henry M. Stanley by tlic corporation of 
the city of London in the Guild hall Tues- 
day was the grandc-t of all the demon- 
stratioii" that have been made iu honor of 
the great explorer since his arrival here. 
Long before the time appointed for the re- 
ception the streets in the vicinity of the 
Guild hall were so crowded with people 
that traffic was entirely suspended, a state 
of affairs that existed for several hours. 
The speeches, which wen- delivered by 
several memlters of the municipal govern- 
ment welcoming Stanley to London and 
conferring upon him tiie freedom of the 
city, were ol tlie mo-t eulogistic charac- 
ter. 
A large number of ladies were in at- 


tendance and paid especial attention to the 
guest of the occasion. The freedom of the 
city was presented in the usual diminutive 
casket, and the explorer was also the re- 
cipienj of a number of pictures and maps 
of Africa and London, together with the 
arms of Great Britain aud the United 
States. 


The Emperor at Koenipsberg. 


KoENIGSiiEm.. May 14.—The Emperor 


and Empress of Germany arrived here and 
were received at the railuay station by Dr. 
Von Sclilicckmann. governor of the pro- 
vince of Ka-t Prussia: (Jen.

The emperor and emprcs- were pre- 
sented with bouquets and addresses and 
their reception by the people was a most 
enthusiastic one.

CLOSE CALL FOR A DISASTER. 


Tiit Allan Lino Steamer Parisian Bunt 


AgainKt a Hugo Iceberg. 


Q'/EBEC, May 14.—The Allan line steam- 


ship Parisian, which has arrived here from 
Liverpool, narrowly escaped disaster off 
the banks of New Foundland. A heavy 
fog prevailed and the steamer was run- 
ning cautiously at the rate of six miles an 
hoar. The lookout sighted a huge iceberg 
about forty yards ahead. The engine 
were immediately reversed but the steame 
ran on to a portion of it a distance of abou 
twelve feet.

System of AsTM'ultur;iI Sub-Treasuries 
"Where Farmers Can 1'lnce Their (irai 
and Other Product-,—Democrat Well 
Pleased with 15utter\vi>rth's Speech on 
the Tariff Hill—Capital City Notes. 
WASHINGTON CITY, May 14.—Dr. Mucnne, 


chairman of tin- legislative committee of 
the Farmers' National alliance, addressed 
the ways and means committee iu tavor of 
the Pickler bill to establish a system of 
sub-treasuries for the reception of grain 
and other farm products. The scheme, ho 
thought, would not over-stimulateproduc- 
tion, 
Tlie real inequality from \\hich the 


farmer sufl'ercd, he said, could not bo met 
by a simple increase iu the \olnmc of cur- 
rency. The farmer needed some ladieal 
assistance, lie sold his produce in the fall 
when crops wore lowest, and purchased 
his supplies uben other products were 
highest. 


Farmers Actually Starving. 


Mr. Flower, a member of the committee 


asked Dr. Macun<j if he did not think that 
the opening of the sparsely .settled portions 
of the west hud not injured the farmers ou 
account of thy ea-y communication with 
all points by means of railroad-. Dr. Ma- 
cune answered that, he did not think this. 
Continuing, he said tln.t (lie farmers were 
actually starving themsel\e.s iu order to 
pay their debts lie bad no doubt that 
the scheme lie lavoicd would greatly bene- 
fit tho agriculturalist-, and he cited in- 
stances of the f'-tablishment of similar 
ideas in the Argentine UepubHc and other 
countries.

at bis bank book. Thursday morning be 
visited his box at the sa'o deposit vaults.

Thu bank book must 
iiave shown some very startling figures 
also, for besides the missing stocks and 
jouds enough cash bad been drawn from 
Mr. Wallace's account to make tlie total 
shortage no le-ss than £52,000 aud perhaps 
nearer .i.M.OOO.

BUTTERWORTH TALKS. 


How do republican howlers like Ben 


Butterworth's contribution to the tariff de 
bate? He is a republican member of Con 
gress from Ohio, and the ablest man in 
that state's delegation. He also has a 
reputation for fearlessness and honesty 
The story Roes that McKinley promises 
him an hour in tlie first days of the tariff 
talk, but that the author of the bill now 
pending became fearful that Butterworth 
was not to be trusted and so manipulate 
things as to shut him out. It was said tha 
this action angered Butterworth. Tuesday 
afternoon lie rose to make a speech unde 
the five minute rule and held the floor unti 
he had finished his say. It wasn't safe tc 
call him down, and so McKinley and Reed 
were forced to listen to a terrible arraign 
ment of their policy, and this from a lead 
ing republican, one who stands among the 
foremost men in the party. 


Xow what have republican newspapers to 


say about the truths Butterworth told? We 
are aware that his speech will please thou- 
sands of western republicans, but it wil 
have a quite different effect upon the aver 
age western republican editor whose success 
and glory largely depeud upon a smooth 
working of the machine. You may take 
ButterwortlYs words for it and in ! 
moment's time conclude that the safety o: 
the country depends upon the speedy buria 
of the republican party. 
Here is what he 


says about the profits that have gone to 
some of the men who are now asking for 
more protection: 
"We all know perfectly 


well that there are industries in this country 
in which the dividends have been enormous. 
I can name upon my ten fingers men whose 
combined profits in the last decade have 
exceeded those of all the agriculturists of 
any state in this Union."

somewhat surprised yesterday afternoon 
when taking up tickets as ttiey were com' 
ing out of Chicago, to see the missing editor 
sitting iu one of the scats. He looked per- 
fectly natural, except that lie was much 
thinner and paler than uraal, and looked 
like he hud just been through a bpell of 
sickness. 


"Hello!" said Conductor Fiunegan, "I 


thought you were Among the mysterious 
disappearances. 
Where have you been,

"I hardly know myself," was the reply,
